HOW MONEY GOES 


NATIVE BORN LEAD 


The intention of editorials is not necessarily that they 
be accepted. They present merely a point of view, and 
are often a challenge to other points of view. For .in¬ 
stance, the Claresholm Local Press, in a recent editorial 
said: “It is beginning to trickle through that a big share 
of the Service Loan went either directly or indirectly to 
bolster up partially wrecked Canadian financial institu¬ 
tions." 

• 

This assertion provoked a little investigation and it 
was suggested that Hansard of April 6 might (jive some 
light on the financing of the Service Loan and of the 
country generally. The condensed financial statement of 
the Dominion appears in April 6 copy. 

Before the National Service Loan was floated, the coun¬ 
try was facing a deficit of over 100 million and to carry 
affairs before the loan materialized it was necessary f o 
borrow from Canadian banks. This was done, and the 
later repayment of this borrowed money to the banks, 
might have given color to the impression that “financial 
institutions were being bolstered.” It was, however, a re¬ 
payment of debt incurred. 

Taken as from the financial statement up to March 31, 
1932, the cash statement issued, shows the National Ser¬ 
vice Loan $219,000,0060, -Conversion Loan, $4,500,000 and 
temporary loan in New York, $19,000,000, totalling $242,- 
000,000. Revenue is placed at $334,000,000 and other les¬ 
ser sources bring total receipts to $642,173,350.63. 

Of that amount $43,000,000 went to the redemption of 
debt in the matter of war loans, renewal loans and New 
fork loans, thus maintaining the credit of the Dominion. 
Eleven million was used in bond purchases, those acquired 
| for sinking funds, and cost of loan flotations. Seventy- 
seven million is described as active assets. These included 


It is somewhat surprising to those who live in the 
West to realize that native born Canadians make up 78 
per cent, of the total population of Canada. In this coun¬ 
try where quite a proportion of the people have come with 
in recent years, from Britain, or foreign countries, the 
West does not seem Canadian to such an extent as is 
everywhere evident in the east. The West is a melting 
pot of various tongues and accents, and in some districts 
the native Canadian is almost a rarity. 

However, Canadians still dominate the picture and 
there has been little relative change in this respect in the 
past thirty years. In that time, however, a new genera¬ 
tion of children has grown up, all native Canadians. 

The percentage of British bom in Canada is 11.41 per 
cent, and of foreign boro is 10.83 per cent, 'there has 
been little change in this respect in the past thirty years. 
Prior io that time native Canadians made up 86 per cent, 
with British varying round 10 per cent, and foreign boro 
round 4 per cent. 

Figures are not at present available to show how the 
prairie provinces stand in the matter of proportionate 
population. There is no doubt, however, that a large pro¬ 
portion of the foreign born have made their homes in the 
West, and have produced families to swell the native boro 
ranks. The large proportion of those from the British 
Isles have also come to the West. In Eastern Canada, the 
population still remains overwhelmingly old stock Cana¬ 
dians. 

Possibly, a part of the charm and variety of the West 
in coming generations will be through the mingling of 
these different races in marriage. <- 

It cannot be said that 10 per cent or 11 per cent, of 
alien birth is too high for a country to carry, especially 
when these are largely of the Scandinavian or U.S. here¬ 
dity. And Canadian ideals should be in no danger with 
a native population of 78 per cent

PRICE OF HONESTY 


Startling disclcjlures in connection with the University 
of Manitoba trust funds implicate the bursar John Mach- 
ray, K.C., in the disappearance of several hundred thous¬ 
and dollars. Shortages are also found in trust fund* of 
Rupert’s Land diocese of which Mr. Machray had charge. 
The irregularities, extending over a period of years, have 
no doubt been made possible by the high standing which 
the suspected man had attained. 

The exposure has left Winnipeg dazed, and if Mr. 
Machray is guilty, there seetns little excuse to offer for 
such wholesale theft. As head of one of the largest law 
firms of the c ity, and as bursar of the LTniversity, his in¬ 
come must have been such as to lift him beyond any nor¬ 
mal need. His upbringing and religious standing, his as¬ 
sumption of virtue, make the situation more disturbing 
Will he be subjected to the same cold and impartial jus¬ 
tice as the shivering bank clerk who takes $500.00, or 
the hungry man who breaks in to a grocery store? It 
is said that theft is often a matter of opportunity and 
that the man who would steal $10.00 would, given oppor¬ 
tunity, steal a million. But a very rigorous and specific 
law governs and punishes petty thieving, while the theft 
of a million lifts a man to the realm of high finance, for 
which there seems more generous provision. Again, the 
man who commits a small theft may be driven by sheer 
necessity of life, and his offence brings about little or no 
distress to any but himself, while the man who steals by 
the thousand, leaves a trail of disaster affecting scores of 
struggling individuals.
